MILLS' FINANCIAL RESOLUTION 


People's Party Votes Pledged to 


Either Party That Will Stop 


the Issue of Boiids. 


WASHINGTON*. January 14.—The bond 


silver bill was further considered in the 
senate today, but without appreciable 
approach to a cpnclusion of the debate. 
Mr. Duller of North Carolina spoke for 
two hours in opposition to bond issues, 
and in favor of silver legislation. The 
early hours of the session brought out 
an extended controversy over pension 
discriminations. 


Mr. Lodge Bought to paas the bill 


•granting a pension to the widow of Gen- 
eral Coggawell, but Mr. Allen led a vig- 
orous opposition, claiming that widows 
of geiientle were being unduly preferred 
over the widows of plain soldiers. The 
bill was finally passed. 


Mr. Hoar asked if the Nebraska sena- 


tor did not pocket $6000 a year, while 
some poor constituent made only 75 
•cents ft day, 


"At least I pocket no more than 


45000," replied Mr. Allen suggestively, 
and added that senators talked as if 
God made some distinction between the 
soldier and the general. 
' "Then who made the distinction," 
.asked Mr. Hawley. 


"You gentlemen make it," replied 


Mr. Allen. 


Mr. Thurston, .Republican of Neb- 


raska, made his maiden speech in the 
senate in support of liberal pensions, 
.and eloquently portrayed the services of 
hie deceased father as a plain soldier. 
He urged that the war heroes have the 
amplest pensions. 


The bill (the Coggawell) instead of 


.having Its allowance reduced, should 
serve to advance the allowance of those 
who served in the war. 


Mr. Thurston expressed satisfaction 


that his first words in tha aenate should 
•be in support of a pension. 


Mr. Vilaa said the senate would cer- 


tainly abow full justice in granting pen- 
aione, but he pointed out that certain 
peculiar influences prevailed, resulting 
in discriminations in pensions to widows 
of officers, which bore severely on the 
•-old soldiers, and they felt it. 


The suggestion of "peculiar influ- 


ences" mw hotly resented by Mr. Lodge, 


Mr. Allen disclaimed all purpose of 


attacking the widow and added that it 
waa only when the blue blood was 
touched that Lodge grew eloquent. 


A motion by Allen to reduce the al- 


lowance to $50 was not" agreed to—23 to 
36—the Democrats with some exceptions 
supporting the_ motion and all the Re- 
publicans vstinj- against it. The bill 
was then passed without division. 


The Associated Press bulletin an- 


nouncing the election at Columbus, O., 
of Mr. Forakerto the United States sen- 
ate was received in the senate and 
started a buzz of comment among the 
senators. Mr, Sherman read the bulle- 
tin and nodded his head approvingly. 
Jttr. Brice was not present. 


A new phase of the financial question 


was presented by Mills, in the form of a. 
resolution giving seven declarations of 
policy, substantially as follows: 


First—Against the retirement ef out- 


Etanding legal tender notes. 


Second—Favoring the coinage of the 


silver bullion in the treasury. 


Third—The issuance of emergency 


legal tender notes in caae of a deficiency. 


Fourth—Against the interest-bearing 


bonds. 
Fifth—Establishing a policy ol the 


United States in paying obligations in 
both gold and silver. 


Sixth—Repudiating the theory that a 


public debt is a public blessing. 


Seventh—Urging tlie rapid extinguish- 


ment of the national deht and the main- 
to nance of the Biukicg fund therefor. 


Mr. Mills' resolution went to the table 


until tomorrow, when he may make 
some remarks upon it. 


A bill granting to the Atchison and 


Nebraska Railroad Company and tbe 
•Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Rail- 
road Company a rij-ht of way across 
•part of tbe Sac" and Fox Indian reserva- 
tion was passed. 


The bond silver bill was taken up at 


2 o'clock, and Mr. Butler, Populist, of 
iS'orth Carolina, offered an amendment 
prohibiting the issuance of interest- 
bearing bonds and directing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to pay iu gold or 
silver according to the market values of 
the coins. 


Mr. Butler spoke in opposition to the 


bond issues. 


It would not do, he eaid, for either 


the Republicana or Democrats of the 
aenate to evade responsibility by saying 
that it had no majority. 
"I pledge," eaid he, "sir People's 


party votes in this chamber to either 
party that will stop the further issuance 
•of bonds; the six votes will give that 


x majority to either side._ In fact, either 


party can have a majority in this body 
when it desires to pass any law ia the 
interest of the American people.

eion office. 


A speech of Mr. Walker, Republican, 


of Virginia, attracted more than usual 
attention. He was agent in the confed- 
erate army on the staff of General Jubal 
A. Early. He replied particularly to 
the remark of Mr. Herninwav, to the 
effect that when a Republican President 
again took his place in the White 
House, no man from the south would 
preside over the pension office. 


General Walker declared there was a 


misapprehension of the feeling and the 
sentiment uf the southern people and 
the southern soldiers toward the pen- 
sions for the men who fought for the 
Union. There was no sentiment against 
the pension policy of the government in 
the south, and ho assured his Repub- 
lican friends of the north that the for- 
tunes and pensions of the Union soldiers 
would be safe in the hands of the soldiers 
of the south.

PACIFIC RAILROAD BILL. 


Plan Suggested by a Colorado

house Mr. Shaffroth of Colrado intro- 
duced a Pacific railroad bill. It con* 
templates a foreclosure sale of the Union 
and Central Pacific railroad properties, 
and iu the event that the titles were 
vested in the governmant there shall be 
organized a government railroad com- 
pany. The company ia to be managed 
by a board of directors appointed by tM 
Preeident and as eoon «Q organized the 
property vested in the United States by 
the foreclosure sale is to be conveyed to 
it. The company is then to deliver to 
the United States fifty year 3 per oent 
bonds to the amount of the total indebt- 
edness of the railroad to the govern- 
ment, secured by a mortgage on all the 
property subject only to the bondo se- 
cured by flrit mortgage upon the prop* 
erty in tbe event the United States has 
not purchased or paid tho same. The 
stock of the new company is to be sold at 
auction and the amount realized applied 
to tne indebtedness of the government,, 
and when the latter is fully paid the 
stockholders are to organize a new cor- 
poration. The 
government 
railroad 


company is then to convey the railroad 
and properties to it upon the surrender 
and cancellation of the stock of the old 
company.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., January^!-!.—A 


special to the (luzettt from Miryaville, 
Kane., aaya that the most shocking 
event that has ever occurred iu'Marfihall 
county came to light early this morning 
when it wan found that Mrs, Joseph 
Hilderbrant, six miles east of Marys- 
ville, had poisoned her eight children 
and killed herself. Seven of the chil- 
dren were found dead and the eighth is 
dying tonight. 


Mrs. Hilderhrant administered the 


poison to the little odes and then took a 
dose of it heraelf. She waa evidently 
frantic when the deed waa done and un- 
ible to wait for the alow poison to kill 
ner, and went to the barn and hanged 
herself. The children died during the 
light in great agony. "When tbe neigh- 
!»rs went to the place this morning it 
waa an awful scene. The seven cbil- 
Hren were lying about the place and 
;heir positions showed that they had 
died in horrible agony. A physician 
was summoned for the child that Btlll 
showed signs of life, but there was lit- 
tle hope of saving it. 


It is generally believed that Mrs. Jiil- 


derbrant was driven insane by financial 
difficulties and trouble. The family, 
wap almost destitute when the father

tees of the city of Freano by no tueana 
stops the progress of this great under- 
taking. 
The directors of the road 


wanted the trustees of Fresno to give a 
right of way through me city. The 
trustees, uncertain as to whether the 
taw required them to put up the de- 
sired franchise at auction, went with the 
directors on an agreed ease before the 
supreme court, and that 
body has 


merely denied the writ auked for com- 
pelling the trustees to grant the privi- 
lege without offering it at auction. No 
reaeoii is given for the decision and no 
plan of relief is suggested. 


It will now remain with ihe trustees, 


not only of Fresno, but of all the other 
towns through which the Valley road 
proposes to pass, to act intelligoutly ia 
the interest of the public and wholly 
within the law. It has been assumed 
that the bitter animosity of the South- 
ern Pacific for the now road will take 
the form of opposing bids for any privi- 
le"0 that nia> he deaired by the Valley 
road, and that in this way the read may 
be kej-t out of the valley. 


In case euch opposing bids are offered 


it will be within the province of the au- 
thorities to determine whether they are 
offered in good faith, impose restrictions 
which would make proceedings in bad 
faith dangerous, and ascertain whether 
questions of public right and conveu- 
itiu-ti urn involved. It would be mani- 
festly absurd imil unjust to recognize a 
bid lor a franchise which cannot be de- 
aired as part of a plan to run a railroad 
through a town. 


Bold and overhearing as the Southern 


Pacific ia it realizes that it has as many 
enemies at present aa it cares to en- 
counter, aud we need not expect it to 
make such a shameless opposition to 
the progress of the new line ag is feared. 
Nor can it he imagined that there are- 
public officers iu the San Joaqnin valley 
who could be induced to lend their 
power to any euch plan should it be un- 
dertaken. The Valley road offers the 
first and only hope for that section of 
the state, and the people whoss homes 
and interests are thero will not permit 
it to be smothered. The decision by tho 
lupreme 
court, therefore, gives no

Dranch is cut back the more chance 
those two eyea have of growing. They 
often outgrow the branches spring- 
IDE from the huda which are purposely 
left to bear fruit. But they cannot, bear 
;ood clusters if those othRrs are allowed 
to outgrow them. 


In my opinion it makes a great deal 


of difference, even in a Muscat vine, 
where yon have the spurs and other 
fruit-wood. A branch with more than 
two eyes ia not a spur. All growth 
coming from underneath, or from near 
the surface (vines three j years old) 
should always be regarded as snckera, 
never aa fruit-wood, except when neces- 
sary. 


I doubt very ranch if the writer of the 


letter above referred to haa ever seen or 
tried a real vineyardist of Continental 
Europe. 
If he had, he would not 


aay that they would 
ruin a 'Mus- 


cat vineyard. 
A great many claim 


to be vineyardists who are not. They 
may have'had experience, but experi- 
ence without intelligence cannot make 
a vineyardist.

This feeling ia rindingvent iu res- 
olutions passed by tha colonial and 
other associations in favor of the Trans- 
vaal independence, and the entire preaa 
Is expressing hosltility to England. In 
tne Reichstag, however, the Transvaal 
matter will not be ventilated in conse- 
quence of a hint received from the min- 
ister for foreitm affairs, Daron Von Bic - 
beratein, that the government does not 
want to show its hand, and that it 
would be inconvenienced by a diflcus- 
cussion of the subject. It ia neutrally 
believed here that Russia and France 
are supporting Germany in tbe latter'B 
efforts to preserve the independence of 
the Transvaal.

Toe 
average peraon wherever his lot may be 
cast within the domain of the Union 
can determine for himself by this time 
how much meat there waa in that twad- 
dle .ihout buying in the cheapest marfcet 
and ''selling in the markets of tbe 
world." 
Indeed if there is anybody 


eo dense that he has not learned 
from the experience oi tbe past thirty- 
sir months his case is hopeless, and 
he would not be benefited by a half- 
fare excursion throush the infernal reg- 
ion B. 


It is needless to nay that the people oi 


the United Staee have benefitR-d by the 
experience of the past two years—they 
have benefitted to Out eitent tnftt free 
trade will not be a live issue in tbe poli- 
tics of this country again for some de- 
cades at least. The party organs wi 
mate an idle and empty pretense of ad- 
vocating that lost cause, but they will do 
so with a foil knowledge of the fact that 
their beautiful theory has been hope- 
lessly wrecked by their attempt to put 
it in practical operation. 


A conservative but distinctly protect- 


ive tariff policy ia the one which is 
bound to permanently prevail in this 
country, and the sooner that basis is 
reached the eooner will the business in- 
terests of the country be as fully sub- 
served as they can ha by a tariff on for- 
eign importi.

THE CZAR IN ERROR- 
GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 


It may be presumed that tbe sympa- 


thy of a majority of people o! this coun- 
try is with Germany in the present al- 
tercation between that nation and Great 
Britain. Tiie invasion of the country of 
the Boers by Dr. Jameron and his men 
was so clearly a violation of the rights of 
that people "that the heart of every 
lover of liberty throughout the world 
mnet have beaten aa aiu^u to the ai& 


rorda of congratulation which Emperor 
William wired to President Kruger. In 
truth, the civilized races have rather 
tired of British greed, and they are 
pleased at any time to see that people 
checkmated in their game of grab. 


But, 
while this is the case, it may be 


doubted if the people of this republic 
will receive with Fatisfaction the infor- 
matiou conveyed in one of last Monday's 
dispatches from St. Petersburg. It re- 
lated to the present dispute between 
Germany and Great Britain, and an- 
nounced that the Czar said "the Ger- 
man emperor could firmly rely upon hit 
support and the support of states friend 
ly to Russia, namely, France and the 
United States." 


The Czar may speak for himself and 


for Kueeia; he may even speak 
foi 


France if the French people are \\iUiae 
to permit him to do so, but he cannot 
ppeak for tbe United States or piedge 
the support of this country to anybody, 
We will act for ourselves, and in the 
improbable event of a war between the 
European nations who are now hurling 
words at etch other, it need not be 
doubted that the United States wil 
maintain neutrality. It is not our pie 
and the (Jzar must look after his own in> 
terest in the pastry. 


Julian Ralph, in big London cor- 


respondence in tbe Jhaminer, says tha' 
"German)- Is drifting faster and faster 
into a partnership with France anc 
Russia, a fact we in the United States 
should ponder, if it is true that we have 
a secret alHance with Russia." If it U 
true that such an alliance exists, it is a 
mesalliance, for it wonld be difficult to 
conceive of a greater political incongru- 
ity than a marriage of Russia and the 
United States, the semi-civilized deaoot- 
nm of the north and the republic o: 
ivilization. But whether or not such 
an alliance esiets, it may safely be postu- 
lated concerning it that it gives the 
tyrant 
oi 
the 
north 
no 
power 


to pledge our support to any nation. 
We will do our own supporting, and no 
treaty of alliance will take from oa the 
power. To suppose that an alliance has 
been made surrendering this right, is to 
suppose insanity or imbecility on the 
part of those who agreed to it. Could 
the Czar pledge our support to a nation 
which we believed to be in the wrong o! 
any question? He would have to reckon 
with the American people and defeat 
them, before ha could carry this pledge 
.nto effect. He has no such power, and 
his words, if be uttered theo, are a nul- 
lity. 


On this side of the water it will be 


surmised that the Czar oE all the Itus- 
eias ia talking through—gay, his crown. 


Ix connection with the promised pub- 


lication of the Venezuelan papers by the 
British government, tbe London Stand- 
ard, the Government organ, saya: "The 
maintainance of friendship with Amer- 
ica is alwaya the first consideration with 
England. We aay this to the American 
people with the absolute candor of deep- 
seated cordiality." The Standard also 
refers to "the magnanimous attitude of 
the American nation to us." This is a 
very different tone from that which was 
adopted in England immediately after 
President Cleveland's Venezuelan mes- 
sage, but it is highly satisfactory, and 
tbe maiiitamance of such an attitude by 
the English will place 'war beyond a 
possibility. All the people oi this coun- 
try want ia that Great Britain shall con- 
fine her absorbing tendencies to the 
other side oi the water, and that is little 
to aek.

possible, for were the germ of such a 
principle to form in you, it must disor- 
ganize and return to nothingness at the 
behest of the selfish interest of the cor- 
poration that owns you. Your every 
utterance on a railroad question ia sus 
picious, because yon have a direct finan- 
cial interest in upholding the monopoly 
that has ridden California through many 
years. You are very decent—when the 
Southern Pacific Company permits you 
to" be so. Yon prate of clamorous idiota 
and n hysterical press in a manner thai 
proves—did anybody doubt it—that such 
things are entirely possible. 


All this, and more, might be truth- 


fully said to the Record-Union, fur it in 
very open to attack, but the REPUBLICAN 
prefers to leave that style of "argu- 
ment" to ita Sacramento contemporary. 
The main thing at present is to deter- 
mine whether belief in the feasibility of 
government control provea either idiocy 
or blatant demagogy.- In this connec- 
tion we wish to lay down two proposi- 
tions which, it may be presumed, will 
not becombatted: 


First—If it can be shown that the 


present system of managing railroads by 
private corporations, In this country, is 
pernicious in many " respects, it ia 
ueltherj idiocy nor dernagogiam to con- 
sider if It may not be improved. 


Second—Supposing the present system 


is demonstrated to be pernicious, if it can 
he shown that government ownership is 
no longer an experiment, but a etriking 
success In various countriea, to demand 
that it be substituted here for the 
system of private ownership (at any 
rate, in connection with 
transconti- 


nental roads) will not indicate'driveling 
imbecility. Possibly such a demand 
might be mistaken, but it would not be 
idiotic. 


The evils pertaining to the present 


system need hardly be named in Califor- 
nia. The people here are practically a 
unit in recognizing them, but as tbe 
Record-Union may consider thia fact 
merely an indication that demagogy and 
idiocy are all prevalent, it may he well 
to name a few of the evils. 


The railroads impose on the people 


"all the traffic will bear." Mr. O. P. 
ITuntingion is authority for the state- 
ment, if authority were needed. Here, 


too, is what Judge Jere Black says on 
the saire subject: "They express their 
determination to charge as much as the 
traffic will bear. That is to say, they 
will take from the profits of every man's 
business as much as can be taken with- 
out compelling him to quit it. In the 
aggregate this amounts to the rnoat enor- 
mous, oppressive and unjust tax that 
ever waa laid upon the industry of any 
people under the son." 


Tbey buy legislatures and voters, and 


corrupt 
lawmakers.

"sack" in California legislatures has 
been so notorious as hardly to need men- 
tion here. But the "sack" procedure 
has been prevalent everywhere. Baya a 
TScw York legislative committee in ita 
report: "It has been the custom of th 
managers of the Erie railway from year 
to year, in the past, to spend large 
sama to control elections and influence 
legislation." Saya Jay Gould, testiyin^ 
before the same committee: "I do nol 
know how much I paid toward helping 
friendly men. We bad four statee to 
look after, and we had to suit our poli- 
tica to circumstances." Says Judge 
David Davis: "It ia an open eecrel 
that they rule statea thrcuga procured 
legislatures and corrupted courts." And 
eo we might continue. 


They rob the people by meana of per- 


jury 
and fraud. The congressional 


committee's report in which it was 
charged that railroad magnates made 
million!) of dollars by perjury ia not 
for- 


gotten. The United Statea Pacific Kail- 
way commission, in Ha report of 1888. 
showed that tbe Central Pacific made 
affidavit that $54,283,000 of stock bad 
been paid in, when only $760,000 had 
been paid; and the Union Pacific swore 
that $36,762,000 waa paid-in, when 
only $400,650 had been paid. This per- 
jury waa committed to make a good 
showing in naming for government aid. 


They distinguish in favor of certain 


corporations or firms as against others. 
In aii months Swift & Co. of Chi- 
cago received $50,000 in rebates, and 
were thus given juet that advantage 
over so-called competitors. Their dis- 
tinctions in favor of the Standard Oil 
Itompany have created tliat monopoly 
and driven its competitora to ruin. And 
as they distinguish against firms, so do 
hey against cities. Bimaesa men oi 


?re«DO have paid more freight on tbe 
carload from Stockton here than from 
Chiogo to Stockton. 


The Het might be continued, for it is 


a IODR one, but space forbids. If, bow- 
ever, it be an indication of "clamorous 
diocy" to denounce the present railroad 
system, we cannot deny ourselves the 
pleasure of naming three or four more 
of these "clamorous idiots" and quoting 
what they have aaid.

Outside 
of North America, there are but threi 
nations of any importance which do no 
own and manage their railroads. The 
three exceptions are KngJand, Spain 
and Turkey, and England's control ii 
very stringent. In most or all of thi 
other countries where the governmen 
owns the railroads, fares are less, acci 
deuts are fewer and profita are ureal 
than in the United States. luanarli 
cle in tbe n'fftminttfr 
AVnVtr, Hugh U 


L. Bellot eaya that tho Prussian rail 
roads, which the government owns, "ar 
mauaped as efficiently as any other, an 
pay higher dividends than any othe 
arge system in the world." A writer in 
the Forttm says: "In the German Era 
pire railway incomes steadily escee 
railway expenditures from 4 to 7 pe 
cent. Ko such thing aa railway insol 
vency there exists." Compare this con 
dition of affairs with that in our own 
country. 


In 1SS9 Anstro-Hungary reduced fare 


on ita railroads an average of more than 
40 per cent for the whole system. Thi 
reduced the average passenger rate t 
about four-fifths of a cent per mil 
and 
the 
average 
freight 
rate to 


about nine-tenths of a cent per mile 
Of the result, an Arena writer saye 
"Tho receipts were $432,000 more than 
tho year before, and in 1890, with traf 
fie nearly fourfold what it was in l&Sg 
and over twice what it was in 1889, th 
total receipts exceeded those of 1889 by 
$1,250,000." German railroads charge 
hut a trifle more than a cent a mile, and 
make money. And HO one might con 
tiuue. But, says the liecord-Union : 


No conditions itrevail here, or willevei 


be tolerable, under which in aristocrat!) 
systems it ia possible to accomplish 
what our blatant demagogue and feather- 
beaded shriekers for government owner 
ship demand." 


Your pardon, sir, but we do not con' 


ceive that yon mean what you say. This 
is merely the last ditch in which the 
logicians of your kind have taken refuge 
Do you mean to suggest that a republic 
cannot run a railroad as well aa a moi 
archy in the interest of the people? Do 
you mean that an "effete monarchy' 
can give its people cheap farea and gocK 
service and make money, but that a 
'government of the people" cannot do 
a similar thing? As an American citi- 
zen, you should be ashamed to aay it 
A monarchy can have no thing so gooc 
that a repuolic may not have as good or 
better. 


On the whole, "clamorous idiocy," aa 


the Record- Union dofines it, may not be 
a bad disease with which to be afflicted. 


CRITICISING THE PRESIDENT. 


Protests [root Cleveland newspapers 


are frequeutly heard against the par- 
tisanship which they allege inspires 
Republican criticiem oi the President. 
They entirely and conveniently ignore 
the fact that the strongest denunciation 
of the administration of Giover Cleve- 
land has come from Democrats and from 
citizens whose political affiliations have 
never been with the Republican party.

Until about a year ago it had been 


the custom of the supervieora of i'reano 
county to provide for the orphans and 
hotneiesa children who were thrown on 
their hands as best they could, placing 
them with various families who would 
take them, etc. But the number kept 
Bteadily growing, and the question oJ 
sending thhtn all to the Good Templars' 
home in Vallejo was seriously consid- 
ered. But then a number of ladies, feel- 
ing that it would be for the beat inter- 
ests of the children aa well as the 
county, to create a permanent home in 
Fresno for such children, met and 
formed, with the consent of the Board 
of Supervisors, an organization for their 
care and maintenance, which was called 
the Fresno Orphans' Home Association. 


After several preliminary meetings 


the organization was finally completed. 
Mrs. J. D. Gray was chosen president, 
Mrs. L. H. Llatch first vice president, 
Mrs. F. M. Miller second vice president, 
Mre. J. J. Seymour secretary, and Mrs. 
0. C. Merriam treasurer, of the perma- 
ment organization. A board of fifteen 
managers, coueistiug of the following, 
were selected: Mrs. William Harvey, 
Mra. R. Euben, Mrs. C. J. Craycroit. 
Mrs. William Helm, Mrs. T. J. Hay, 
Mrs. John Keichmaii, Mrs. W.D.Coates, 
Mrs. Colin Chisholm, Mra. M. K. Har- 
ris (whose placo was filled later by Mrs. 
Kobert Kennedy), Mrs. W. T. Maupin, 
Mrs. William Oothout, Mrs. F.T.Berry, 
Mrs. C. L. Walter, Mrs. J. B. Smith and 
Mrs. Louis Herringhi. A constitution 
and by-laws were also adopted. 


The following standing committees, 


appointed by the president, served dur- 
ing the year4 . On finances—Mrs. Colin 
Chisbolm, Mrs. M. K. Harris and Mrs. 
"William Harvey ; on supplies—Mru. 
Helm, Mrs. Maupin and Mra. Cray croft; 
on household, school and discipline— 
Mrs. Ooothont, Mra. Coates and MVa. 
Walter. 


It was decided to make the fee $1 for 


annual membership and $5 for life mem- 
bership. The aim of the management 
was to make the organization ao large 
that every man and woman hi Fresno 
county can become a member. 


The institution has been kept non-sec- 


tarian strictly in accordance with the 
agreement with the supervisors, the 
children being allowed to attend any 
Sunday school their relatives or friends 
desired. 


The managers found great difficultyin 


obtaining a suitable house for the home, 
and for several months were obliged to 
use one that was not appropriate to the 
purpose, but by keeping on the watch 
for several months tho Mott house on N 
Btreet was finally secured. It is large 
enough, and ie suitable for the present. 


There have been under the care of the 


institntion during the year an average 
of eighteen children for each month. 
There were four deatbe'during the year, 
one from scrofulous disease that he was 


. born with, one by accidental drowning 


and two from acute diseases. The gen- 
eral beattb otherwise hue been good. 


The county pays $6 a month for each 


up. 


This is, in brief, the history of the or-

Speaking 
of the acceptance of bonda, Mr. Jones 
pointed out fiat it is not to the interest 
of the justices or of the community that 
bonds should 
be 
hastily accepted. 


Sometimes the amount is fixed too low, 
and then a prisoner who is only charged 
with a misdemeanor where a felony has 
been committed, gets off. On the other 
hand the charge may have been such as 
to suggest heavy bonds where the actual 
offense is a light one, and thus a prisoner 
may suffer a hardship. He thought it 
a good thing that justices and others 
should have time to look into tbe suffi- 
ciency of the bonds, even in tho case of 
white men, aud there ia obviously n ne- 
cessity for even greater care in the case 
of Chinese sureties. Mr. Jones amiled 
as he reminded the supervisors that 
there are each things as straw bonds- 
men and that the grand jury is now in 
sesnipn. He continued that sometimes 
application Is made to one justice for 
bonds where the prisoner has been ar- 
rested on a complaint sworn out before 
the other justice. This is a bad system. 


After a brief discussion the matter 


was dropped. In reply to a question 
Mr. Jones said the District Attorney ia 
busjr just now, and would require a lit- 
tle time to prepare an answer on the 
Hoxie-Vincent matter. Tho caae is now 
pending in the courts.

Lamps of Fresno. 


One of the oldest books in the worl 


expresses the sentiment that when 
candle is lighted it is not placed under 
bushel. If the author of that prover 
had been acquainted with, the electri 
light at the corner of Fresno and 
streets tbe sentence might have read a 
follows: "It ia poor policy to hang a 
arc lamp BO the shadow of tbe side piei 
falls on the street and darkens It ft 
three blocks." 


For a month past the lamp by tl 


mill haa done little good for N street to- 
ward the north. The lamp hanga i 
such a way that the aide piece casts] 
ahadoir on the street as faraa Tuoluind 
and leave g it dark, while the blocks c 
either side are fairly well lighted. 
the lamp were turned partly round, th 
shadow would fall elsewhere, and 
itreet would receive some benefit. 


It might be suggested, incidental!; 


that there is room for improvment i 
arc lamps. As these in Fresno are con 
atructed, the two aide pieces always ca 
broad black shadows somewhere, an 
when these fall along streets, they d 
stroy much of the lamp'a ueefulnea 
The aide pieces might be made smalle 
and shaped like knife bladea witb th 
edge toward the lamp. If made in tha 
manner they would cast very sma 
shadows, and would be fully as strong 


A GAME 
LAW. 


It is of Interest to Professiona 


Hunters. 


This ia the last day thia season fo 


professional haulers in regard to th 
ihooting of certain game. The follow 
ing new section, numbered 626, i, to th 
penai code, will be read with interest b 
ihem: 


Every cold-storage company, an 


every person keeping a cold-storag 
warehouse, tavern, hotel, restaurant o 
eating-house, and every marketman o 
otner pereon, who shall buy, sell, ex 
pose or oiler for Bale in this state an 
5ual, bobwhite, partridge, grouae, dov 
or wild duck, whether taken or killed i 
the state of Califoruia, or shipped intc 
the state from any other state, territor 
or foreign country, except between th 
15th day o! November and the J5th da; 
of January, of the following year, sba!' 
be guilty of a misdemeanor." 


It should be understood that this law 


does not forbid citizens from indulgin 
in the sport with the gun. It only 
hibita hunting for the market.
